to the Confederacy, and there was but few men in the Southern army 
that fought longer than our subject and with more credit. He was 
with that. command until after the battle of Gettysburg, when he was 
authorized to return home for the purpose of raising a company, which 
he did, it being known as Company C, Twentieth Tenn, Confederate 
Cavalry, He served as captain of his company until forced to sur- 
render or the 2nd of June 1865, after over four years of arduous ©nd 
faithful service, during which he was wounded many times, He was in 
the first and second battles of Bull Run, and the engagements at 
Yorktown, Seven Pines, Fair Oaks, Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, 
Gaines Mill, Slaughter Mountain, Gettysburg and Harper's Ferry, - 
receiving a gunshot through the arm at the last named. In a battle 
in Madison county, Ala., he had 4 leg broken by 2 gunshot; at Mc Minn— 
ville, Tenn., a bullet passed through his chin, at Selma, Ala,, he 
received a bullet in his thigh which he still carries; and in the last 
named place, while in a hand-to-hand conflict with sabres, his own 
weapon was cut in two, and thus left defenseless he warded off the 
blows with his hands until one of his comrades shot his assailant, 
put his hands were badly cut, After joining the Twentieth Tenn. 
Cavalry he was with Gen, Bedford Forrest in many engagements. ~ 

The war having ended, Capt. Sanders joined his father's family 
in Lincoln county, but soon afterward came to Grundy county, where: he 
has since made his home, and his record as 4 citizen ranks favorably 
with that of a soldier, for his career in every respect’ is above 
reproach and well worthy of emulation, ‘Without means, he commenced: 
life as a farmer, and is to-day one of the most prosperous agricul-_ 
turists of his community, owning some very valuable land in different 
parts of the county. He was married, July 10, 1869, to Miss E. 
Crabtree, who was born August 16, 1843, a daughter of Walter Crabtree, 
and they have become the parents of seven children: Robert E., @ 
farmer of Franklin county, Tenn.; Lula, wife of James Bennett, 4: 
farmer living near Gorman, Eastland county, Texas; Rebecca wife of 
John Laxon, a farmer of Grundy county, Tenn.; Delia, Walter and John 
H,, all at home and Myrtle, who died in childhood.

LOCATING THE CIVIL WAR RECORD OF A SNITH ee eee:

My great grandfather, John-M. Smith was in the Civil War while 
living in Lincoln Co., TN. .I did not know his unit. In the book 
Tennesseans in Civil War, Part II I discovered there were nine John 
N. Smiths and:23 JH. Smiths, With that I gave up! : 

Several years later whilé working on another family line I learn- 
ed a distant uncle was killed in that war. I didn't know his unit 
either, but since his name, Wm. C. Gracy wasn't too common, I hoped, 
I wrote to the General Services Department of the National Archives 
to request his record. 

After I received his record I reasoned that since he and Smitn 
had been brothers- in-law, living in adjoining counties they mighe 
have served in. the same unit. I rechecked the thirty-two Smiths in 
the above mentioned book. Sure enough there was one in the same 
division as Gracy, : : : 

At the same time I noticed that Part I of the book tells about 
the various military divisions - and from what counties most of the 
Men in each division came, Consequently I could pave arrived at the 
same Smith by checking Divisions and Companies made up of Lincoln 
Co, men and cross checking them with the thirty-two Smiths. 

I then sent for Smith's military record from the National Archives 
There was nothing in the record to prove definitely that he was 'my' 
J.M.'Smith,Neither did it give much information as to the part of the 
war he had been in, and I-was curious to know. 

The book, Regimental Publications and Personal Narratives, com- 
piled by C.E. Dornbusch, gives titles of articles from books and 
magazines written about the war and where the articles can now be 
found, I found one entitled, "Diary of Private W.J, Davidson, Co. C, 
41st Tenn. Regiment! - the very same outfit J.M, Smith was in. At 
least I could get some idea what J.M, had experienced, This diary 
had been published in eight issues of the Annals of the Army of 
Tennessee in 1878, . The Tennessee State Library has a. copy, the 
issues now bound in book form, The-Interlibrary Loan Division of the 
Dallas Public Library was able to borrow a copy for me to read, 

To my amazement 'Jack Smith' was mentioned twice in the diary. 
Once Davidson wrote, "Jack Smith, my brother-in-law, arrived yester- 
day as a new recruit. I was so disappointed because he brought no 
mail from home," Suddenly I remembered J.M.'s sister, Elizabeth, had 
married a Davidson. Checking my family notes at home it was a.W.d. 
Davidson that she had married. By sheer luck I was now sure the J.M. 
Smith's military record that I had received was that of: my great 
grandfather, ; 

Incidentally Davidson also mention how W.C,. Gracy received his 
fatal wound. Even though Gracy was not related to the author he, 
no doubt, knew him through his brother-in-law, Jack Smith, Jack's 
wife was Elizabeth Gracy from Giles Co., TW i

I also 
enjoyed the association of my. fellow clerks; and if there is now 4 
single one living I have no knowledge of it. Gen. Jom M, Bright was 
in school at the University of N.C. Memory reverts to many occasions .

Alexander Beard was born in N.C. ca 1777. He came to LCT in 
1809 or 1810 and settled near. Fayetteville on the south side of Eik 
River, He had a large body of land, but lost a great portion of it 
in confirming his title, which was contested, as were many N.C. 
grants. Some of his real estate transactions are shown below, 


The Minute Docket Book 1811-1812 (WPA book at TN State Library) 
records as follows: p. 141. "an indenture between John Beard of one 
part and Alexander Beard of other part was proven in open court by 
oaths of Robert McMinn and Absolum Beard....ordered to be registered.. 
391 acres...1812." p. 67. "endenture between Alexander Beard and 
Robert McMinn and Henry Kelso for 100 acres...1811." 


Lincolm County Deeds: Bk, A-1,p.352. "27 May 1811 between 
Alexander Beard and Robert McMinn of the one part and Henry Kelso of 
other part, 211 of LCT,..Beard and McMinn for $255 sold land in LCT on 
south side Elk River and head of Beaver Branch,..being part of a 
2,500 acre tract granted by the State of Tennessee to John Beard by 
Grant No, 204 bearing date of 1 June 1808 and bounded as follows... 

W line-of said Beard's tract...100 acres...Registered 3 August 1811."

Beard, and is now owned by Mamie Flynt Smith of the Skinem community, 
LCT, Alexander Beard recorded a will dated July 22, 1868, in LCT Will 
Bk. 3, p- 176-179. The inheritance of each child and other inforins- 
tion is shown below, 


(A,)Polly Beard was born July 27, .1806 according to Alexander 
Beard's Bible record, Lincoln County Court Record Bk.

(age 40) were his wife, Malinda E. .(age 26), Margaret. A. (age. 2) 

Benjamin A, (age 18), Milton A. (age 16), and William R. (age 14), It 

isnot likely that Malinda could have been thé mother of Benjamin A, 

Milton A., or William R,., since she would .have been only eight years 

old when Benjamin was born, if Malinda's age is correctly. shown in the

'.The Fayetteville Observer Oct. 20, 1853, reports that Absolom 
Beard married Sarah Ann Marshall on Oct.:9, 1853, the ceremony being 
performed by Esq. ‘John Moore. The 1860 LCT census shows Absolom wes 
50 .years old (House 1351, Family 1383.) Living with him was his wife 
Sarah Ann (age 29)., John (3), and William R. .(22). 


The’ 1870 census (Molino Dis, 21, house and family 40) shows 
that Absolom was 63. years old and that:his household ccnsisted of his 
wife Sarah A, (41), John J. (13), Thomas H. (10), Mollie (7), 
Samuel (5) and Lori N, (2). |. -°:

Dis. p. 64, family 456) shows that Benjamin A. Beard was 28 years of 
age living in the household with his wife Hetty F. (23), Thomas (3), 
and Sarah (1). The 1870 LCT census shows Benjamin A, Beard to be 37

I do not have the 1880 census record of Benjamin A, Beard and the 
1890 census records were destroyed.

According to p. 183 of the LCT marriage Record Book, Benjamin A, 
Beard's son, Thomas A, Beard married Sally E. Crawford on DEc. 25, 
1879, by T.J. Jones, MG. The Fayetteville Observer dated Jan. 9, 

1919, shows a Tom Beard married Lena Gatlin, but there is no proof that 
this is the same Thomas Beard. Another son of Benjamin A, Beard, 
named Bill, married Elvie Hunter. 


Lincoln Co, Record Book T=2, p. 416, states: "by descent from 
Absolom Beard, died, I derived title to and hold now an equal undivid- 
ing '18 interest to-take effect after death of Mrs. Sarah Beard, who 
had life estate in same,,.land in 19th dis...boundaries..,.heirs John 
V. Moglis, died, W.S, McWilliams, Dr, Jarrett, Robert Daniel...155 
acres and 180 poles,..sold to S.B. Beard 24 Dec. 1888, signed B.A.

Benjamin A, Beard enlisted on December 31, 1861, in Co. H., 55th 

(McKoins) TN Infantry, CSA, under Serial Number 5015552 as a private 

in Capt, William H. Moore's company. His organizational assignment 
apparently changed because his newspaper obituary reads as follows: 

"Mr, Benjamin A, Beard, aged 80 years, died at his home near Camargo 

of the frailties resulting from.age on Friday, Dec. 8, 1911. During the 
war he enlisted in Capt. Scott's-Co. "C" of the 41st TN. Mr. Beard 

was from youth familiar with the gun and spent much time in persuit 

of the bear, deer, and other game. When he entered the Confederate 
service, he continued to hunt, but his quest -was then for two-legged 
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game, and he did valiant.service for the cause he espoused. After 
the war and, the:return to peaceful pursuits, he was a quiet and orderly 
citizen, respected by everyone. Burial.at Pleasant Grove. Church." 


: Abgolom’ Beard's second son was Milton A, Beard, born ca 1834 or 
1835 in TN, The : LCT Marriage Record Bk. p. 191, shows that he 
married M,F, Gray on Jan, 16, 1867, by W.As; Gill, MG, The 1870 census 
shows that he was 35 years of age living in the household with his 
wife, M.F. (age 31), Nancy (2), Emerson 5/12), and W.R. (33). 

This W.R. was undoubegiy .Absolom's son William Rowe Beard, The LCT 
Record Book C in the LCi Courthouse shows that M.A, Beard (42) was

William Rowe Beard was Absolom's third son, born Oct. 1836, The 
LCT census for 1880 shows him living in the 8th Dis. (p. 56, house 450, 
family 463) with his wife Mary Ann (40). The 1900 census shows Wil= 
liam Rowe Beard to be 63 years old living in the house with Milton J. 
Bates (nephew age 28, born Sept. 1871), Mary J. (neice age 24, born 
Mar, 1876), niece Flossie V. (3 born June 1897), and nephew Milton A.- 
(2/12 born Mar. 1900), At the time of- the 1900 census, Milton J. : 
Bates and Mary Jones Beard had been married four years and had two 
children, both living, This William Rowe Beard and Mary Ann, his 
wife, were undoubtedly the couple known as "Uncle Dunk" and "Aunt 
Polly", who raised Mary Jones Bear@ after her mother, Hettie F.

Belle Smith, daughter .of. William Jackson Smith,.on Nov, 6, 1880. 
They had one child named Nora, who married Roy Askins, Marriage — 
Record Book C in the LCT.Courthouse shows that J.J, Beard took out a 
license to:marry Bettie Scruggs on Dec. 30, 1886, but no one signed 
the book confirming that the wedding was ever solumnized.. 


Absolomgs son, Thomas H, Beard, born Sept, 14, 1860, married 
F,A, Thrasher on Dec, 25, 1884. performed by Arch Childress, J.P.., 
according to LCT Marriage Record Book: C in the.

Absolom's son, Sam Beard, married Martha Key on Dec. 26, 1894, 
by J.P. Fife, J.P., according ‘to. Marriage Record Book D in the LCT 
Courthouse, The LCT Cemetery Record Bk. p. 481, shows that Martha 
M, Key Beard was born Oct. 10, 1878, and died Oct 7, 1909, She is 
buried at Sandlin Cemetery. “Sam-V. Beard and Martha Key had a son 
named Wesley (born Sept. 3, 1895) who diéd on Nov. 18, 1918: - He is 
buried at Sandlin Cemetery, “They also had two daughters, Ethel, who ~

After Martha died, Sam married her sister, Mary E. Key, and 
they had two sons, James and Boonie.
